building department. 

Nearly every clause of the elt building 
ordinance and regulations for hes and 
theaters, the enforcement of which lies with 
the building department, was violated. This 
was not because of a disposition on the part 
of the officials of the charch to ‘evade the 
law, but because they never had been in- 
formed of the requirements of the ordinances. 

There are not, nor ever have been, exit 
signe at any of the doors of the church. 
There were no lights above the exits, as re- 
quired by ordinance. Two of the four double 
doors were locked, preventing the panic 
stricken worshipers from escaping, and two 
of the swinging doors of the other two exits 
were fastened. 


Tardy Inspection Reveals Conditions: 

All of these facts were brought out yes 
terday when a representative of the buifld- 
ing department made a tardy iInepection of 
the church. Coroner Peter Hoffman will 
visit the church this morning, and the buill@ 
ing department probably will be involved in 
trouble similar to that which resulted from 
the investigation following the Iroquois the- 
ater fire before the close of the inquest over 
the bodies of the three girls who died in the 
struggle to escape from the church. 

Just how many other churches are violat- 
ing the ordinances and buflding regulations 
because no 
to explain requirements of the law, is 
rot known. Certain it is, however, that the 
period of activity which followed the Iro- 
quois horror has passed away, leaving the 
department, to Judge from results, in a stag- 
nant condition. 

During the burst of activity inspired by the 
Iroquois fire all of the churches in the city 
were inspected by representatives of the 
building department. Among the other 
churches St. Ludimilla'’s was visited. Just 
what was done is net known, but there evi- 
dently were no changes ordered or recom- 
mendations made to the officials of the 
church. 


Facts Found by and 

Early yesterday morniag Henry N. Cor- 
dell, engineer from the building department, 
visited the church and measured the exits 
andsearched for other violations of the build- 
ing ordinance. The lack of exit signs and 
lamps was noted, but the inspector refused 
to discuss the situation. 

Building Commissioner Peter Bartzen said 
the disaster had been a warning to the 
department. Every church in the city will 
be visited, he said, in an effort to find other 
violators of the building ordinances, He was 
unable to explain why the ordinances, as 
regards this church, had not beeh enforced, 
and placed the entire blame with the officials 
of the chureh. 

“The manner in which the boors are 
broken shows unquestionably that they were 
locked and that the panic stricken worship- 
ers buret ‘them in endeavoring to escape,” 
said Commissioner Bartzen. It is plainly 
a violation.of the érdinance to permit per- 
sons to stand in the aisles, but unless police 
are stationed at the churches nothing can 
be done by our office.” 


Church Auditorium Overcrowded. 


The seating capacity of the church ie 600, 
placing it in class 4 as designated in the 
building ordinance. At the Saturday even- 
ing services, however, there were more than 
1,500 persons crowded into the auditorium 
of the structure, nearly three times the num- 
ber permitted under the law. 

Even the loss of life of the evening before 
did not lead the city employés to take any 
action that might prevent another accident. 
During the morning services the church once 
more was crowded beyond its capacity. Men, 
women, and children stood in the alsles un- 
disturbed by any efforts to enforce the law. 
Then, too, the south exit, of the three front 
dcors, was boarded up following the night's 
disaster, the north, door was bolted and one 
of the main doors wes fastened at the bottom. 


Priest, Ignorant of the Law. 


1 did not know what the law demanded 
regarding the construction or maintenance 
of a church or I should have made sure that 
every precaution for the safety of the con-7 
gregation was taken,” sald the Rey. Father 
Mathias Farnik. “1 don't remember that 
ever saw a building inspector about the 
church. What was done when the structure 
was inspected last I don’t know, but it was 
understood that all of the clauses of the 
building ordinances were being complied 
with, 

“The church is comparatively new, hav- 
ing been built less than five years ago. The 
small additional cost that would have been 
necessary to protect the lives of those who 
worship in it would not have been considered 
if we had known that it was necessary. 

“It was Holy Saturday services that at- 
tracted so many persons to the church last’ 
evening and 1 noticed that the aisles and 
the rear of the room were crowded with men 
and women who were stanaing up. The panic 
and the rush for the doors came $0 quick, 
however, that I really didn’t know what had 
happened until it was all over. 


Sad Zaster Service Held. 

It was 4 sad Easter service that was heid 
in the church in the morning. The Bohemian 
men, women, and children filed into the | 
structure, clad in the strikingly colored 
spring attire that invariably accompanies 
Easter morning, but the glad spirit of the 
éccasion was lacking. They were only de- 
ginning to realize the extent of the calamity 
tha. had befallen the congregation. 

The feeling was expressed by Father Far- 
nik, who was at the service only a short 
time, having almost collapsed after the trials 
of the night.

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RUFFIANS ATTACK A WOMAN 


Vietim Is Waylaid, Beaten, and 
Cruelly Treated. 


POLICE IGNORE THE CRIME. 


Screams Fail to Bring Aid as She Is 


Threatened with Death. 


Afi &ésauit on a woman more brutal than 
any in which women were the victims last 
winter has been reported to the police. Mrs. 
Josephine Higgins, 8801 Wentworth avenue, 
was attacked and cruelly treated by five 
rumans late Saturday night as she was re- 
turning homeward. The police have made 
no effort to catch the guilty persons. 

The attack took place in a lonely apot where 
the railway tracks in Stewart avenueare be- 
ing elevated across Thirty-seventh street, 
As the woman passed under the temporary 
structure she was suddenly set upon and sur- 
rounded by the five young men. Mrs. Hig- 
gins screamed, but was struck a terrific blow 
on the head which felled her to the ground 
almost unconscious. Dragging her into the 
darkness the men continued to mistreat her 
for nearly an hour. 


Threatened with Death. 

Before the men left the woman they 
searched her and took her purse containing 
several dollars. From Mre. Higgins’ story, 
however, it appears that robbery was not 
the principal motive of the attadk. 

When Mrs. Higgins was liberated she 
screamed for help, but the men, bolder after 
the attack, again seized her. 

„ Now, we'll fix you like Mrs. Hollister!“ 
she says one of them exclaimed. Another 
said to thé one who made the threat: Don’t 
kill her! She's had enough. Let her go. 
You'll kill her if you don’t.” 

With an oath the man released his hold on 
the woman and attempted to strike his com- 
panion. She sank fainting to the ground, and 
when she revived the men had fied. 

Although scores of policemen are supposed 
to travel the vicinity duriag the night, the 
woman's repeated screams for help brought 
no response. 

Able to Identify Two. 

Ot the five youthe, Mre. Higgine declared 
last night, she would be able to identify two. 

A third man whom she is unable to describe 
2 whe declared, was the youngest of the 
party. his age not being over 10 years. None 
of the assailants, she declared, was more 
than 25 years old. 

Here aré the descriptions as given by Mra. 
Higgins to THE TRIBUNE: 

No, i—Height, 5 feet 11 inches; dark complexion; 
wore dark @uit and dark overcoat; black derby hat; 
smooth shaven; age about 24 years. 

No. Weicht about 5 feet 2 inches; light hair; 
light brown suit; light brown derby hat. 

The third man she recognized, the only one 
of the party who seemed intoxicated, accord- 
ing to Mrs. Higgins, was the youngest. She 
was unable to describe him fully, but declared 
he had red hair. 


Thron from Street Car. 

When Mrs. Higgins revived she staggered 
to Wentworth avenue, where she boarded a 
car. She was rebuffed by the conductor as 
she sobbed her story, and he finaliy threw 
her off at the Forty-seventh street crossing. 
Mrs. Higgins, then hysterical, was ridiculed 
and abused when she sought police aid at en- 
gine house No. 52, Forty- -séventh street and 
Wentworth avenue. 

Her story was laughed at and when police 
of the stockyards station finally were sum- 
moned in a patrol wagon they took her to 
her home without making a formal report. 

The husband of the woman, Charles Hig- 
gins, a conductor of the South side L.“ 
last nicht blamed the police for their failure 
to dich her after the attack had been com- 
mitted. 

Dr, Charlies H. Phifer, 8658 Wentworth ave- 
nue, who ig attending Mrs. Higgins, last night 
confirmed her story of her condition. He 
declared she was critically in and ascribed 
to the action of the police the aggravation 
of her Iliness.

MOTHER AND SON KILLED 
BY ELECTRIC INCUBATOR. 


Boy Seizes Live Wire and Is Thrown 
to Ground Dead—Woman Tries to 


Help Him. 


New York, April 15.—[Special.)—A strange 
accident cost the life of Daniel Jeungst Jr. 
and his mother today at Croton Falls, West- 
chester county. Jeungst had been experi- 
menting with a patent incubator by which he 
could hatch 500 chickens at a time by elec- 
tricity. 

The Jeungst brothers, relatives, run the 
electric plant which lights the section about 
Croton Falls and the, youth obtained permis- 
sion to run a wire from the plant to the 
chicken houses. 

The incubator was connected with the light- 
ing plant Saturday afternoon and this morn- 
ing early Jeungst went to shut off the cur- 
rent. His mother went with him to carry a 
lantern. 

Jeungst caught hold of a live wire and@8,000 
volts of electricity shot through his body. He 
fell to the ground dead. In endeavoring to 
save her son’s life, Mrs. Jeungst grabbed the 
wire away from him and she too was killed 


instantly.

Folk to Avenge Lynching. 

Jefferson City, Mo., April 18.— Gov. Joseph 
W. Folk in a statement today, said: 

“The lynching at Springfield was a most 
disgraceful occurrence. Whatever the of- 
fense of the negroes may have been and 
however deserving of death they may have 
been, they were entitled to punishment by 
law and not by a mob, and when a mob 
takes the law into its own hands as this 
one did, any member of it is guilty of mur- 
der. I will request one of the assistant attor- 
nay generals to aid the prosecuting attorney 
ot Greene county to punish the offenders and 
shall offer a reward of 8300 for any informa- 
tion that would lead to the conviction of any 
member of the mob.“ 

Gov. Folk this afternoon ordered three 
companies of the Missouri National guards 
te proceed to Springfield as quickiy as pos- 
sible and there report to Sheriff Horner and 
render him all necessary assistance in pre- 
serving the peace. The companies sent were 
Company G, Aura, under command of Capt.

Plum- 
mer. Adcjt. Gen. Dearmond left at 7 o'clock 
this evening for Springfield. 


City Officials in a Panic. 

All day Gov. Folk was swamped with tele- 
grams and long distance telephone messages 
from Springfleld. Last night, however, he 
was not informed of the trouble. The in- 
formation furnished the governor came from 
the sheriff and city marshal of Springfield, 
and was to the effect that the town was in 
great danger from mob violence. About 4 
o’clock the sheriff. sent the following tele- 
gram to the governor: 

Send me all available state troops at once. 
Town in immediate danger mob.“

That a plurality vote shall nominate. and that 
nominating conventions for the public ballot be 
abolished. 

That all elective officials—executive, Judicial, and 
legisiative—be nominated at such primary eleo- 
tions, and that candidates for central committes- 
men of the respective parties shall be on the pri- 
mary ballot. 

That the days for holding primaries be fixed on 
the last Saturday in February and the last Sat- 
urday in April. 


Consider Union Burial Association. 

From these matters the labor men turned to 
consideration of a ‘‘ Union Burial associa- 
tion,” proposed by a local undertaker. Ac- 
cording to the plan advanced, all union men 
may join the association upon payment of 
$1 a year, which is to be repaid upon the 
death of the first member of the family, the 
remaining members to enjoy the benefits 
of the contract for the full period of twenty 
years.” 


SINKING EXCURSION BOAT

LONDON, April 16, 3 a. m. Most of the 
morning newspapers devote their leading art- 
icles to President Roosevelt's speech on the 
extinction of the rich by means of an income 
tax. Their comment generally ie favorable 
to the president's words. In the view of the 
papers it was a bold speech, but only what 


some system that will make the . 


was to be expected of President Roosevelt. 
His defense of public men appeals strongly to 
Englishmen. 

President Roosevelt, the articles say, is 
commencing to suffer from too much popu- 
larity and already comment and abuse are 
heard where a year ago not a single voice was 
raised against him. His outspoken words in 
the suggestion of a progressive tax to prevent 
any individual inheriting over a certa'n 
amount, the critics believe, will make him 
more enemies in America, but here, they say, 
the words do not sound dreadful, as England 
hes what he is aiming at in an income tax 
combined with a system of graduation and a 
succession duty which does not’ limit the 
amount an heir may inherit, but produces a 
big revenue from estates. 


Surprised at Speech. 

The Tribune says it doubts if President 
Roosevelt’s assault on inherited fortunes 
achieves much. It expresses surprise that the 
most popular man in America, elected for a 
second time by the party of vested interests, 
should begin to preach Mr. Chamberlain's 
old doctrine of ransom. 

The Telegraph says the words of President 
Roosevelt are vague enough, but he is being 
charged with socialistic leanings. Yet they 
will not sound dreadful to this country, 
which long has enjoyed an income tax com- 
bined with the principle of graduation. 

The Daily News thinks Presiient Roose- 
velt's plea for the painless extinction of rich 
men will carry public opinion entirely with 
him. It compares his suggestion with James 
Keir Hardie’s proposal to limit inheritances 
to $47,000,000, beyond which the state will 
take all, and limit incomes to $1,900,000. 


As to Socialist Theory. 

The Daily Mail considers President Roose- 
velt’s speech is of unusual importance, It 
says the socialist theory that the rich are 
growing richer and the poor poorer can only 
be maintained by biased and credulous per- 
sons, who feel bound to-the theory. The 
truth rather is that where the rich grow 
richer the poor by the same process also 
grow richer. Since great wealth only is at- 
tainable in the real service of the community, 
that service generally consists in cheapen- 
ing some commodity by skillful organization 
of the manufacture and supply. 

The Express describes the speech as one of 
President Roosevelt's most momentous ut- 
terances. He repeats, it says, what scores 
of political economists already have pro- 
posed, but he lends the suggestion all the 
weight of his high position and his world 
wide reputation for conservative, if forcible, 
statesmanship.

A pathetic, scene was enacted at St. An- 
thony’s hospital in the afternoon, when a 
father who had spent the night searching for 
hie wife and son, found them lying side by 
side on cots, unconscious. The boy and 
woman had been taken to the hospital short- 
ly after the panic in the church at different 
times, and it was not known that they were 
related to each other.

MURDER MYSTERY 


Kensington Newsdealer Per- 
haps Killed by Some Per- 
sonal Enemy. 


HE FEARED AN ATTACK. 


Bought Revolver Recently to Pro- 
tect Himself; Conversation 
Heard by Woman.

Previous Attack Recalled. 

The story of the shots having been fired at 
Mowbray several weeks ago was told by his 
, barber, William Rees, 11497 Michigan ave- 
nue. Rees said Mowbray had told him of 
having been fired at on the night of April 
2 in the neighborheod where he was mur- 
dered, and of his having returned he fire 
at a distance of about fifty yards. This was 
substantiated by Gustave Hipp, who re- 
membered having heard shots fired on that 
night at 9:80 o'clock, the time when Mow- 
bray usually returned from his business at 
11421 Michigan avenue. 

Rees said he had not told his family of the 
occurrence, because he feared to alarm 
them. This, with the fact that Mowbray 
recently purchased a revolver, although not 
in the habit of carrying one, added support 
to the theory that he was guarding against 
some enemy who he feared sought hia life. 

Although the crime was committed in a 
dark section of the street, it took place 
nearly fifty yards from a spot which would 
appear more suited to the purposes of high- 
waymen. The scene of the shooting is in 
the outer edge of the glare of a street lamp.

He Wants to Teach Business Princi- 
ples to Educational Institutions. 


Daniel K. Pearsons, millionaire and bene- 
factor of small colleges, celebrated yesterday 
the eighty-sixth anniversary of his birth, 
His wife died a short time ago, but, in spite 
of the absence of his life long adviser, he 
carried out his invariable custom of making 
plans for the year’s philanthropy. 

Last year Dr. Pearsons aided nine ma, 
colleges in eight different states, each re- 
ceiving either $25,000 or $50,000 on condition 
that the college raise three times the amount, 
He has placed only two institutions on his 
list this year—Newbury college in South 
Carolina and Doane college in Nebraska 
each to receive $25,000 on condition that it 
raises $75,000.

JOSEPH CLARETT KILLED BY A 
NEGRO CAUGHT IN. BARN. 


Wounded Man Pursues His Assailant 
Until He Falls from Weakness Due 
to Loss/of Blood, and Dies Later in

While attempting to repel two negroes who 
he believed were burglars, Joseph Clarett, 
288 Forty-third street, 25 years old, a team- 
ster, was killed by one of the negroes shortly 
after 7 o'clock last evening. The negro al- 
most severed Clarett's head from his shoul- 
ders with a razor. ! 5 

Clarett, who was at home alone, heard a 
noise in the stable owned by Chris eid 
the rear of the house. Going out to investi- 
gate, he found two negroes in the barn, and 
he attacked them. . 

The negroes ran into the alley, followed 
by Clarett. In the alley one of them turned 
upon Clarett and cut his throat. Both the 
negroes ran west toward Evans avenue 
with the wounded man in hot pursuit. At the 
mouth of the alley the negroes separated, one 
running north and the other south. 


Falls from Loss of Blood. 

Reaching the street, exhausted and weak 
from loss of blood, Clarett fell at the feet of 
Policeman John McCarthy, who had been 
attracted by the crjes of several neighbors, 
who by this time had taken up the chase. 

Several shots were fired after the fleeing 
negroes, and great excitement prevailed in 
the neighborhood all evening as a result of 


Suspects Are Arrested. 

Many negroes live in the vicinity, and the 
police took measures to prevent a possible 
race riot. Clarett was taken to the Lakeside 
hospital, where he died in a few minutes 
without regaining consciousness. The wind- 
pipe and all the arteries in the throat had 
been severed. 

Several suspects wers arrested and locked 
up at the Fiftieth street police station. One 
suspect arrested was caught hiding in an 
ice wagon in the rear of the barn where the 
attack was made. The police do not believe 
they have the right men, and a dragnet” 
was spread over the district in an attempt 
to capture the two negroes. The police be- 
Heve they will be caught in a few hours. 

Clarett was employed by Bennett & Co., 
roofers, 4816 Cottage Grove avenue. He was 
married and had a daughter a year old. Mrs. 
Clarett was visiting friends at the time her 
husband wat attacked. She learned of his 
death through neighbors when she returned 
home later in the evening. 

The body was taken to Boydston’s under- 
taking establishment, Forty-second place 
and Cottage Grove avenue.

TOL OF BUSS LIBERALS 


PETRUNKEVICH WILL BE PRESI- 
DENT OF DOUMA. 


Representative of Constitutional Dem- 
ocrats Is Regarded as Pioneer in 
Movement for Constitution—Began 
Agitation Years A8 and Incurred 
Eumity of Autocratic Following of 
Csar—Born Leader and Man of Re 
markable Talent and Power, 


ST. PETERSBURG, April 15.—Petrunke- 
vich, “the famous Petrunkevich,” as he is 
called in Russia, the man whose name for a 
score of years has been in the forefront of 
Ruselan liberalism, and who now, as the ac- 
eepted candidate of the constitutional demo- 
crats, will be president of the wae hear 
not look the born leader he undoubtedly’! 
bearded man of 50, of medium statute, 1 
hardly would attract a second glance in an 
ordinary assemblage. But upon closer ex- 
amination the deep lines and piercing eyes 
beneath shaggy brows lend to his otherwise 
ordinary countenance an intelligence and 
force which mark him ag a man among men. 

He comes from noble stock, an old family 
of the province of Chernigoff, where he was 
reared. After having brilliantly finished hie 
college career at the University of Moscow, 
he lived for ten years upon his estate, greatly 
interested in the peasapts, studying their 
life, and habits, and needs. At the same 
time he served in the semstvo of the province 
and there really began what might be called 
hig public career. His outspoken Uberallsm 
aroused hostility among the bureaucrats of 
St. Petersburg, who early were apprised of 
his growing influence, and he was dismissed 
from the szemstvo service, exiled from his na- 
tive province, and forbidden to live in either 
of the two capijals, St. Petersburg or Mos- 
cow. He then took up his residence in the 
government of Tver, where he acquired an 
estate in the district of Torjok, and at once 
became active in the affairs of the zemstvo 
of the province. 


At First Zemstvo Congress. 


It was not until 1004, when Prince Sviato- 
polk-Mirsky became minister of the interior, 
that Petrunkevich received permission to 
come to St. Petersburg, and his appearance 
there was coincident with the meeting of the 
first semstvo congress, Nov. 19-22, 1004, of 
which he unanimously was chosen president. 
It was this congress which adopted the 
famous program of twenty-two articles and 
which started the great movement which 
finally compelled the emperor to yield to the 
popular demand for the people to have a 
share in the government of the country. 

It was followed at short intervals after 
Bloody Sunday by other congresses, in all of 
which Petrunkevich was one of the central 
figures, and over the majority of which he 
presided. 

Petrunkevich, whose presence so long had 
been prohibited in the capital, together with 
Rodecheff, Prince Serge Troubetskoy, Prince 
Chakowskoy, and other prominent liberals, 


most of whom had suffered some penalty for « 


their views in the past, made up the delega- 
tion to the congress of 1905. 


Eloquent Plea to Czar. 

The emperor received them at the palace 
in Peterhof, and, after Prince Troubetskoy 
had deliever his moving and eloquent speech 
to the monarch the latter came to Petrunke- 
vich. The czar evidently had forgotten, or 
was unaware, of the decree which had forced 
Petrunkevich to leave his native province. 

Later during the riotous days of Novem- 
ber, 1905, when all was chgos and the revolu- 
tion was in full blast, it was Petrunkevich 
himself who headed the semstvo deputation 
to count de Witte. Later, when the electoral 
campaign began, Petrunkevich took an 
active part and stood for the douma in his 
adopted province of Tver as a candidate of 
the constitutional democrats. 

He is regarded as a man of remarkable 
talent, possessing great personal charm, 
and, when aroused, a brilliant and effective 
speaker. As a presiding officer he has been 
a success in the zemstvo cOngresses, possess- 
ing in a high degree that peculiar quality 
which enables him to quiet the storm when 
passions are highest. 


Urge De Witte to Free Leaders.

CHICAGOANS PLAN THIRD RAIL 
LINE TO. THE BAST. a | 
Promoters Say the Project win Be 
Completed in Five Years, and That 
Part of the Right of Way Is Se- 
cured Already—Scheme Is for Short 
Route on Which Trains Are to 
Travel at Speed of Seventy-five 
Miles, 


Ten hours between Chicago and New York 
on trains operated by electricity and making 
an average speed of seventy-five miles an 
hour ‘is the plan of incorporators of the Chi- 
cago and New York Electric Air Line rail- 
road. 

The scheme appears to be far in the future, 
however. It is asserted that some of the 
right of way has been secured,“ but the pro- 
jectors decline to say how much. They hope 
to have the road in operation in five years. 


200 Miles Shorter Line. 

As the name implies, the proposed road 
will sacrifice everything for speed and dis- 
tance. According to the statement of Jon- 
athan D. Price, president of the Codperative 
Construction company, which was organized 
to build the road, the line will be 742 miles 
long, or 200 miles shorter than any steam 
road now connecting the two cities. Part 


of the line already has been surveyed. The 


first section of the road to be built, accord- 
ing to the promoters, will be out of Chicago, 
and work on this, ome of the Incorporators 
said last night, will begin soon. 

In choosing the route no attention is paid 
to whether the line runs through large cities 
or not. As now surveyed the road will be 
eight miles south of South Bend, Ind., and 
at that point it is proposed to build a station 
and run a spur into the city. The same plan 
will be followed where the road passes near 
any other city. These spur lines will be con- 
nected with the street railway systems in 
each town and it is proposed to run freight 
trains at night. 


Plan Roadbed for Speed. 

The detail as ta the kind of cars to be used 
has not been thoroughly worked out, accord- 
ing to F. H. Wood, a lawyer, Hving in Oak 
Park, who is one of the incorporato He 
suggested, however, that the Ge have 
attained great success in building third rail 
roads, such as it is proposed this one will be, 
and he mentioned the fact that on a specially 
constructed roadbed electric trains there have 
been operated at 181 miles an hour. 

The road bed for the proposed air line 
will be built strong enough to sustain the 
strain of great speed,“ said Mr. Wood, 
“an@ at no place between New York 
and Chicago will there be a grade crossing, 
either wagon or railroad, the right of way 
being protected throughout. Each train will 
be made up of five cars, the first being a com-

Announcement t Tre Treasury Aid to 
Banks Causes a Bracein New 


York Trading.

NEW YORK, April 15.—[Special. -The an- 
nouncement of the secretary of the treasury 
that banks which have e gold abroad 
will be allowed to withdraw its equivalent in 
cash from the treasury caused a strong and 
unexpectedly active stock market yesterday. 

The fact that thie arrangement went into 
force on Thursday was a surprise to the finan- 
clal community in general. It was a ma- 
ter of comment also that the cash reserve 
item in the bank statement failed to reflect 
the appearance in the reserve of the cash de- 
posits by the government indicated. The in- 
crease in cash shown by the statement 
amounts to $1,088,200. 

Joined to the cash increase, this was suffi- 


| clent to wipe out last week's deficit and to 


establish a surplus of $4,772,500. The break- 
ing of the stringency in the money market 
thus is explained. The resulting rise in the 
stock market continued up to the closing, 
which was strong and active.

Trade in Wholesale Lines. 

The volume of business in wholesale and 
jobbing circles the last week compared 
favorably with that of the corresponding 
week a year ago. The freight tonnege car- 
ried by the railroads showed a substantial 
increase over the amount transported dur- 
ing the same period last year, although the 
tonnage at that time was unusually heavy. 
This continued heavy movement of general 
merchandise indicates the generally satis- 
factory business conditions that exist at 
present. 

Large shipments of staple goods for the 
spring trade continued to be made to in- 
terior points to supply the needs of coun- 
try stores. There was a healthy inquiry for

Cash Situation Is Strong. 

A source of no small degree of uneasiness 
to the bears has been the good cash situation 
in the northwest, “ where the bruin gossip 
comes from.“ The Minneapolis millers for a 
week or more have not hesitdted to supply 
themselves with the better grades of wheat 
at prices considerably higher than a pre- 
vailing speculative values—prices higher thap 
should be paid if the persistent arguments of 
the bears carried full weight to the flour- 
makers. One of the recognized northwestern 
authorities has prepared a statement which 
shows that the northwest will require every 
bushel of its good wheat between now and the 
time a new crop is available. 

Traders in general do not look for much 
more than a fairly active scalping market 
until after the May delivery has been shelved 
and the market can deal more directly with 
the new crop futures. The situation at the 
moment is puzzling to the crowd, and, while 
stories of all sorts are flying around, the trade 
appears contént to keep in the shallow water. 

Interest in the corn trade was considerably 
broader, and values displayed a sound under- 
tone the greater part of the week. The clos- 
ing prices were, as compared to those of the 
Saturday before, unchanged for May, 0 
lower for July, and he higher for September. 
The weather conditions played a prominent 
part in shaping sentiment, and, generally, 
they favored the bulls. The fall of rain in 
the belt was generous, thus delaying spring 
farm work and holding down shipments to 
market.

All sections reported but 
little progress in seeding operations, and 
word came from numerous important grow- 
ing regions that the delay would result in 
reductions from the originally intended acre- 
ages. Shorts were nervous over the situa- 
tion, which was made all the more tense by 
the apparent unwillingness of the leading 
long in the May to sell on a pretentious scale 
on the bulges. The week end close showed 
a shade lower for May and September and 
a shade higher for the July. 

Provisions, fairly active throughout, kept 
within a moderately narrow range. Condt- 
tions were practically the same as have pre- 
vailed for several weeks, and the general 
sentiment appeared to be as hopeful! as here- 
tofore.
